Without 
weight they are not draft anlniaks, 
but better -uitod for driving' ])ur- 
poses. Hy wi ifrht is meiint ( ii.)ii;;h 
pound.s of avoirihipois to draw \]\r 
heavy loads of ^'rain, etc., on the farm 
anil to pull without unndue fatig-iie 
plows mill harrows and Other imple- 
ments iitiii/>d iti farming according 

to nioderu methods. 

Wo are told by the advocates of 
small draft horses that they arc 
quicker than the larger animals and 
will do more work in a day. It may 
be aaid that under certain condition's 
light draft horaea hare the •drantnge 
of the "giants," bat la tha main the 
Tery heavy horaea an of greater njc- 
fulness. 

A draft horse weighing 1,S00 pounds 

and having good bone and constitn- 
tion will acquit himself creditably uu- 
<ler nearly all conditions if properly 
trained and handled. But a big liorise 
that i<i tricky and mean is worse than 
n small horse having thc aanc uadc- 
sirable traits. 

The farmer watits ti team upon 
which lie may safely depend when 
liaulinf,' frrain, coal or wood or when 
plowitifr stiff soil or harrowin.^ mel- 
low loam. It is claimed that heavy 
horses "have too much to oarr.v," .mil 
therefore cannot eiKhire »s mu -li ex- 
ercise as smaller horses. Is it ;iot a 
fact that these lai^rer animal i ha c 
strmiger lop-s and lielter mn^c.il.i r de- 
velopment than the small lu.r-es? 
Certainly, Then why should they not 
be able to pet along Just ns well? 

We believe if we were going into the 
business we should buy mares. The 
horse-lireeding business promises to 
l>e even more profitable than it now 
is. anil if the farmer will buy two or 
more pood mares and breed them to 
draft stallions of established merit he 
not only cnn do his farm work with 
them, liut raise colts that will more 
than pa\ for the mnres eoch yeof. 11 
will pay to yet first-clasB mores— |»ay 
^'ooil prices for them. 

The iiuiiiber of horses to be kept on 
llie farm will ilep. ml upon the kirn! 
of fariniiiL' dc ne ami the si.ro of the 
farm. Thi'sc thing's also will larw-cly 
determine the kind of luu-. s 
whether oil draft or a few drafts .mil 
a carriage team.— National Rural.

Of these haidla- 
tions. whose V I r \ names i-eeall so 
many thrilliiii.'' reiiiliiiseeii<-es, not om 
was so dear to the eitv"s early his- 
tfir.v as thai little eottape which, un- 
til it was razed by vandal hands. 
!-tood on the.-e prouuds at the foot of 
i-eventeenth street, It was that 
famous little cottape. the oldest 
house in the cit.v at that tiiiie, which 
was liuilt by the .Scotchman, IJavy 
liuiii-, over 14(1 vcars apo. 

In thib modest eabln, which stood 
in the depths of a preut forest that' 
once bordered the Potomac at this 
]>oint. lien. Washington used to come 
to confer with the "obatlnate Davy 
Burns," in reUtlOB to the pmehase of 
bia land, which was indaded in the 
site of the "federal city." 

With the commissioners who were 
spp'jinted to lay out the city the wily 
little Scotchman would not confer, 
and it waa only through the persist- 
ence of Oen. Washington, and by 
threats, that he was induced to give 
up his land at all. At last, however, 
he yielded, and the beautiful north- 
we-tern section of the city now 
stands on his farm. Davy Hums' 
barn was oil the prounil where now 
the while house stands, and his fir- 
chard is now l.afayelli' sipiare. op- 
[losite the executive mansion on I'enu- 
ty Ivania avenue. 

'i he puides who know the whole 
city, as well as the exei'Utive depart- 
ments, will point out this spot and 
tell all about it. They will also show 
the Van Ness mansion, still standing, 
within the same old Xarm grounds. 
There hums' daughter, Mercia, pre- 
sided and dispenaed the moat liberal 
hoapitality in the most spacious and 
elegant mansion is this Tlelaitjr. It

.irid .New York avet.ue. which was 
.i.-o a pari of the liurut estate, stands 
the ""OetaL'oii.' one cf the oldest resi- 
dences in this city, whieh was built 
iiy Col. John Taylor In 1803, being 
then surrounded by primeval forest, 
rhis house was tendered to and occu- 
pied by President and Mrs. Madison, 
In 1814, after the white houae had 
been deatroyed by Britiah troopa.

The capitol building having lieen 
destroyed at the same time, a trio 
of houaea on capitol hill was rented 
and fitted up for the use of eonpress,

.loJm C". Calhoun died. During the 
eivil war it was uaed aa a military

i.e made a splendid cuinpaij;n for the 
president against Lincoln. Douglas did 
not expect to he elected. The last dls- 
tinpuished occupant of this house waa 
Cardinal Satolli. On the same square 
there is a handsome home which waa 
given to Oen. (Jrant by New Yoik 
friends, and there be lived until be 
moved into the white bouae. 

You should also see the formei] 
residence of Salmon P. Chase, secre- 
tary of the treasury, oud chief Justice 
of the supreme court, whose daughter 
Kate almost rivaled Dolly Madison in 
beauty and grace as an entertainer. 
That brilliant and happy home has 
seen vicissitudes. It was for a numhrr 
of years a popular boardinghouse. and 
t hen a club house. One block soul h of 
it is the Weiister hnv biiiliiiiiL'; so 
named lueause it wa- the last Wash- 
inplon resielriiei. ,if t|,i. faiiioi:,- M iia- 
tor-orator from .MHs...aihuse 1 1 s. Near 
b> . on the same strei l, is t lo Imli l 
home of Henry Clay, win n- the L-iflid 
Keiiluekiaii lived foi-iiio; i t h a n a seore 
of years, and where heuied. llisroouv 
Is preserved just as he left ii. \\\ of 
these places are now fur from the 
fashionable residence section; but in 
the days of their eminent occupants 
they were in the center of the social 
swirl, and within their bal's were many 
palherinps such as we now have in 
newer wails, where youth and pleasure 
meet to chaaa the glowing bonra with 
flying feet. i

I. Ivi ail eurieiit lneraturc and kee[i 
posted on iievi ideas. 

(Ihserve and eiiforee the utmost 
cleanliiie-s about the eatile. their at- 
telulaiits. 111,. slaOle. 1lie dairy, ami all 
ulensils. 

'i. A person sufl'crinp from any dis 
case, or who has been e.vposed lo -i 
contiipioiis disease, must ivinain away 
from the cows and the milk. 

4. Keep dairy cattle in a room or 
building by themselves. It ia prefer- 
able to have no cellar below and no 
storage loft above. 

.'>. HtablcB ahouid be well ventilated, 
lighted and drained; ahouid have tight 
tloora and wails and be plainly oon- 
strnetcd. 

0. .\ever use dirty or nrisly litter. 

7. .\lIow- no strong smellinp materi- 
al in Ilie stable for anv lenpthof lime. 
Store the iiiaiiiire uiiili r cover oii'sjile 
the cow stable anil ri-iiiove it to a »lis- 
taiiee as often as prael i'-alde. 

s. \Vhitcv>ash the slalde onet! or 
twice n vear; use land plaster in the 
uiuniire putters dnil.v. 

9. I'se no dr.v. diist.v feed just pre- 
vious to niilkinp; if fodder ia diuty, 
Mprinkle it before it ia fed. 

10. Clean and thoroughly air the 
stable before milking; in hot weath- 
er sprinkle the floor. 

II. Keep the stable and dairy room 
in good condition, and then \nslst that 
the dairy, factory, or place where th>.' 
milk goes be kept equall.v well. 

l:.'. Have the herd I xainiiii il at 
least tvviee a .vear bv a skilled veter- 
inarian. 

1.1. I'roiiiptlv leuiove from the herd 
nii.v niiiiiial su-peeted of beiiip in had 
licallli, anil rejeet her milk. Never add 
nu animal to tlie held until certain it 
is free from disease, especially tuber- 
culosis. 

14. Do not move cows faster than a 
comfortable walk while on the way 
to place of milking or feeding. 

15. Never allow the cows to be ex- 
cited by hard driving, abuse, loud 
talking, or unnecessary disturbance; 
do not expose them to cold or storms. 

16. Do not s'hange the feed sudden- 
l.v. 

IT. l-'eed liberally, ainl use only 
fre-li. jialatalile Tied, and i;i no i-ase 
should deroiniiosfd or iiiolily material 
be used. 

is. Provide water in abundance. 
ea,-.v of ai i-ess. and always pure; fresh 
but not too cold. 

10. .Suit should always be accessi- 
ble. 

-.'o. Do not allow any strong flavored 
fooil, like garlic, cubbuge ond turnips, 
to be eaten, except immediately after 
milking. 

21. Clean the entire body of the 
cow dally. If hair in the region of 
the udder is not easily kept clean It 
should be clipiHHl. 

22. Do not use the milk witbintwen- 
ty days before calving, nor for three 
to five days afterwards. 

211. 'J'he milker shoulil be clean in 
all respeets; he should not use to- 
baieo; he slioulil wash and drjT Wa 
hands just before milking. 

1. '4. I he milker should wear a clean 
outer garuicut, used only when milk- 
ing, and kept la a clean plaoe at other 
times. 

29. Brush the udder and surround- 
ing parta Juat before milking, and 
wipe them with a clean, damp cloth 

or sponge. 

26. Milk quietly, quickly, cleanly and 
thoroughly. Cows do not like unnec- 
essary noise or delay. Commence 
milking at exactly the same hour ev- 
ery morning and evening, and milk 
the cows in the same order. 

L'7. Throw away (but jiot on the 
floor, Intter, in the putter) the lirst 
few streams from each teat; this 
milk is very walery and of little 
value, and it may injure the rest. 

If in any milking a part of the 
milk is bloody or stringy or unnatur- 
al in appearance, the whole mess 
should be rejected. 

W. Milk with dry hands; aerer al- 
low the hands to oone In contact with 
the milk. 

30. Do not allow dogs, cats or loaf- 
ers to be around nt milking time. 

al. If an accident occurs by which 
a pail full or partly full of milk be- 
comes dirt.v, do not try to remedy 
this b.v straining, but reject ail thi.s 
milk lutd rinse the pail. 

32. Weiph and record the milk given 
by each cow, and take a sample morn- 
ing and night, at least once a weelc 
for testing by the fat teat. 

33. BoBiOTa the milk of every cow at 
onea Ivoai Um atable to a dean, dry 
rooas, whera the air la pure and 
aweat. Do not allow the nana to ro> 
main ia staUaa whila thay ara batag 
filled. 

34. Strain the milk through a metel 
gauze and a flannel cloth or a layer 

of colton as soon as it is drawn. 

5. '). .Xerute anil cool the milk as soon 
as strained. If an npjiuratus for air- 
ing and cooliiip at the same time is 
not at hand, the milk vhould be aired 
first. This must be done in pure air, 
and it should then be cooled to 45 de- 
greea if the milk ia for abipment, or 
to M degrees it for hoasa «aa or da- 
livery to a factory. 

36. Never close a can containing 
milk which has not been oerat-

Since the earliest investigations of 

thirty years apo or more it has been 
|tair-;lit that a u lieu It ural Jilants can 
not attain iioniial develojiment in the 
absiiiee of potash; and, In the Iv'ht 
of niodein e.\piM-illlcn;s, it would seem 
that t lie eoiiel iisioii t ha t poi a sh sta ndii 
i in a dill'ereut and miuh more impor- 
tant rchilioii to the phv -iolopii al 
needs of plants than' docs mhIu, caa 
not be evaded. 

There is, in fact, no reason for mod- 
fying the deductions drawn from 
the data of the earlier inveatigators. 
The experiments in question began 
in the >vinter 1808-IW, and were con- 
tinued in the winter of 1899:1900. They 
were conducted in a fon iii!.' house 
devoted entirely to plant nut l it ion. 
Ihrir iiliji el beiiip to asrei t.iin the 
p. ssiliil.iy of Ml list i I 111 i II p soda for 
potash in plant prow i h. 

I'ire LI'oiiiiil ijiiait/ sand was used, 
and ill! |.', lilts vM ie L:rown in ;;alvaii- 
izeil iron pots.

•|ic plants' needs was found to have 
no ilclel rrious etfeet what, vi-r iip.iu 
I he piovvth. I'lants to whieh the nec- 
issary supply of potash was not ac- 
cessible took up more siMln than when 
potash WHS prt'i.ent in abundance. Hue 
while soda may be substituted for 
potssh in quantity, it eridently can 
not do so in function, aa was shown 
by the limited growth when the 
plants were deprivfd of potash, even 
though soda was appro|)riated in iu* 
renscd proportiooar— London Tagji 
World.
